arrests solve 
‘TNT’ case

The arrest of four men 
suspected of being members of a 
mystical-religious Jewish terror 
organization that attacked a 
dozen Arab religious and private 
buildings has wrapped up the so- 
called Terror Against Terror 
case, the police said yesterday. 

But police sources said they 
believe there are at least three 
more separate and independent 
groups in the country responsi- 
ble for three of the most serious 
lerror attacks against non-Jews 
in recent years. 

Those three groups are responsi- 
ble for the bombings of the West 
Bank mayors in 1980, the arson of 
the Jerusalem Baptist Church in 
1982, and the shooting attack on the 
Islamic University of Hebron in 
which three persons were killed and 
dozens wounded last summer. 

“The investigations are under 
way in all three cases," a senior 
police source said yesterday, But he 
added that much of the respon- 
sibility for the investigations into 
the two West Bank cases falls on the 
General Security Services. The 
Baptist Church inquiry is still in the 
hands of the Jerusalem detective 
force. 

According to police sources, the 
four arrested men — two brothers, a 
cousin and a friend from the Ein 
Kerem area — were on the verge of 
yet another sabotage attempt 
against one of the mosques or 
churches in the Jerusalem area 
when they were arrested in two 


separate sweeps during the last two 
weeks. The men are not affiliated to 
any known religious group or in- 
stitution. 

Furthermore, police sources con- 
firmed yesterday that the four had 
reconstructed ssveral of the inci- 
dents, ranging from the boobytrap- 
ped grenades on Mt. Zion on 
December 12 to the early-March 
grenade attempt that nearly killed a 
nen in the White Russian Orthodox 
convent at Gorney in Ein Kerem. 

The Post has also learned that the 
telephone caller who described 
himself as a spokesman for “Terror 
Against Terror,” after which the ar- 
rested group was named wher they 
began operating in mid-December 
last year, was arrested and briefly 
questioned Jast month. The police 
located him with the cooperation of 
journalists whom he had called. 

According to police sources, the 
telephone caller “is a certified men- 
tally ill person” and “absolutely no 
connection existed — except in his 
imagination — between him and 


any of the three groups” arrested in - 


the last five weeks for anti-Arab 
vigilantism and terror. 

The four arrested men are Ami 
Deri, 26; his brother Zvi, 22; their 
cousin David Deri, 23; and Uri Ben- 
Ayun, 24. All except Ami Deri have 
served in the Israel Defence Forces, 
and according to the police Zvi Deri

Ministry report backs 
some charges by Hefetz

An Interior Ministry report 
published yesterday bears out some 
of che charges made by Nitzav- 
Mishne Assaf Hefetz of police mis- 
handling of intelligence about a plot 
to bomb mosques and churches in 
the Jerusalem area. 

According to the report, 
prepared by police comptroller 
Shmuel Eitan, information transfer- 
red from Tel Aviv about a potential 
suspect in the case failed to reach 
the intelligence depot in the 
Southern District, apparently 
because of the negligence of a 
police inspector in Jerusalem. 
Eitan is a retired nitzav (commender). 

Hefetz was suspended from his 
post as head of the elite Central 
Criminal Investigations Unit in Tel 
Aviv, for confirming to several 
reporters that there was an early in- 
telligence report pointing to Shimon 
Barda as ἃ potential suspect in cases 
dealing with attacks on non-Jewish 
institutions in the Jerusalem area. 

But Eitan's report — of which the 
section dealing with the police 
handling of Hefetz’s suspension has 
been deleted since the matter is sub 
judice before the High Court of 
Justice — refutes allegations that 


“an order from above” halted the 
investigation into the suspected 
Jewish terrorist group. 

According to Eitan, the “order 
from above” was a technicality, in- 
volving a request by the Tel Aviv 
Police's intelligence department to 
the Southern District intelligence 
department to defer action until 
both departments could coordinate 
their activities. 

Furthermore, Eitan’s report vin- 
dicates the special investigating 
team headed by Rav-Pakad Amram 
Fahima. Eitan noted that Southern 
District detectives conducted their 
investigations solely on the basiz of 
evidence found at the scence of the 
attempted attack on the Aksa Mos- 
que. And Eitan notes that the mis- 
handling of the intelligence report 
concerning Barda “did not delay” 
the arrests of the Mei Neftoah (Lif- 
ta) group charged with the sabotage 
attempt. 

Eitan did, however, have harsh 
words for the management of paper 
flow in the police, noting that there 
were “flaws with information on the 
administrative level — its passage, 
collection, filing, documentation 
and follow up. But qualitatively and 
substantially it didn't delay the in- 
vestigation.”

Soviets plan to boost daylight with mirrors 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Soviet 
scientists are working on a program- 
me to send huge mirrors into space 
to reflect suolight onto dark cities 
and construction sites and to boost 
the growth of crops, Pravda said 
yesterday. 

Giving details of a project it men- 
tioned briefly last year, the paper 
said an experimental sun reflector 
could be in orbit within the next 
decade. 


Pravda said researchers had 
already sketched plans for a cost- 
effective space reflector system, 
and the Soviet Academy of Sciences 
and “4 whole series of ministries"

development of orbiting mirrors. 


The idea of using space-based 
mirrors like vast spotlights was first 
preposed by German scientist 
Hermaa Obtet in 1929 and later 
developed by Herbert Kraft of the 
US., it said. 

In 1982, scientists at the U.S. 
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National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (Nasa) published a 
study for a similar project, which 
they said was within present 
technical means, but no formal 
American programme has been 
launched. 

Pravda's article, by senior space 
scientists Z. Alferov and V. Kantor, 
said the mirrors would have to be 
“dozens of hectares” in area. 

Western space experts say an or- 
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biting mirror system is within Soviet 
technical capabilities, but would 
probably not become a reality until 
the country develops a new genera- 
tion of manned space stations over 
the next few years. 

Pravda said orbiting reflectors 
could prolong daylight in big cities, 
light up main transport routes and 
construction sites and illuminate 
areas of carthquakes or other 
natural disasters, it said.

Five East Jerusalemites denied entry to Egypt -

Israeli and Egyptian border-contral officers 
came under attack yesterday for alleged discour- 
tesv towards Israeli Arabs. The charge was 
levelled by the Jerusalem Labour Council. 

According to council spokesman Haim 
Maman, the incident occurred {0 days ago. when 
17 members of the council's Jewish-Arab Circle 
arrived at the border-crossing point at Rafah on 
their way to Cairo. The group included 10 Jews 
and seven Arabs, and was headed by Shlomo 
Shoshani. director of the Labour Council's 
Department for East Jerusalem. 

Several weeks before the group's departure, 
Maman told The Jerusalem Post. Shoshani con- 
tacted the Egyptian embassy and was assured 
that if the Arab members from East Jerusalem 
carry Jordanian passports they will need no visas 


to enter Egypt. 

When the group reached Rafah, one of the 
Arabs was told by the Israeli officer that he could 
not proceed because he did not have his Israeli 
identity card with him — despite protestations 
from Shoshani that their travel agent, Histour, 
had explained to them that an ID card is un- 
necessary. if a passpert is shown. 

Shoshani thereupon offered to phone 
Jerusalem and arrange for the man's ID card to 
be brought to a Jerusalem police station. But this 
offer was rejected and the man was turned back. 

When the remaining 16 travellers reached the 
Egyptian side of the crossing, they were informed 
that only the 10 Jews and two of the Arabs, both 
Christians, could enter the country. The four 
Moslems were not permitted to cross over 
“because they lacked visas," the Egyptian of- 
ficers said.

TEL AVIV. — The Eisenberg group 
has been holding talks with Clal In- 
dustries for some months regarding 
a possible merger between the 
troubled Ata textile concern and 
Clal’s Kitan subsidiary, The 
Jerusalem Post has learned from 
sources in both groups. 


Nevertheless, a highly placed Clal 
official told The Post that, “If you 
find us a buyer we would certainly 
be willing” to talk about a possible 
sale of Kitan itself. 

This contrasts with the blanket 
denial issued by Michael Albin, the 
spokesman for the Eisenberg group, 
in response to reports that all the 
group’s companies in Israel, except 
the Maritime Bank and the recently 
acquired Israel Corporation, had 
been offered for sale to Clal. He 
described thé reports as “baseless” 
and "ἃ figment of the imagination.” 


Analysts consider a possible 
merger, or even a joint marketing 
agreement, between the two textile 
companies would be a positive 
development for both of them. Ata 
— with its subsidiary, Teta — has a 
strong position in the focal market 
and Kitan has built up its. export 
sales, 

Kitan is regarded as in 
“reasonable” financial shape, cer- 
tainly when compared to Ata, which 
recently underwent a major crisis 
and was on the verge of closing. 
Only the agreement of the govern- 
ment to participate in a rescue 
package to the tune of $2 million, 
with the Eisenberg group con- 
tributing another $6m., staved off 
this threat. : - 

Neither the Clal nor the 
Eisenberg officials spoken to were 
optimistic about a successful con- 
clusion to the ongoing talks 
regarding Ata and Kitan.

Chernenko pessimistic 
on arms pact with U.S. 


MOSCOW (AP). — Soviet leader 
Konstantin Chernenko has painted 
a glum picture of U.S-Sovict rela- 
tions and prospects for arms-control 
agreements that appears to scotch 
any U.S. hopes of a superpower rap- 
prochement in election year. 

In answers published in yester- 
day’s edition of the Communist 
party newspaper Pravda, Chernenko 
said recent “contacts” with the 
Americans gave no indication the 
two countries can undo their 
deadlock on arms control. 

Despite recent peaceful over- 
tures, Washington has not changed 
its policy at all and still seeks 
military superiority over the Soviet 
Union, Chernenko said. 

A Western diplomat, com- 
menting on Chernenko’s state- 
ments, said he saw them as an at- 
tempt to defend the Soviet Union 
primarily to the American public. 

“I think it was very defensive, in 
the sense that they are sensitive to 
President (Ronald) Reagan's argu- 
ment that the Soviets are the ones 
who are refusing to talk,” said the 
diplomat, who spoke on the condi- 
tion that he not be further iden- 
tified. 

“I see this as an attempt to deal 
with that by emphasizing the old 
‘words versus deeds’ message,” he 
said. “They are also emphasizing 
those elements of arms control that 
the president may be most 
vulnerable on in terms of U.S. 
public reception, like nuclear 
testing, banning weapons from 
space and chemical weapons, 

“There are those in the United 


States who think the administra- 
tion’s position in these areas is not 
good, and so this (Chemenko’s 
statement) is directed toward 
American audiences.” 

Asked whether he accepted a 
statement by Chernenko that the 
Soviet Union's positions are un- 
related to the U.S. presidential cam- 
paign, the diplomat said: “I think it 
is no accident he said that. They are 
concerned that they might be 
criticized as playing election 
politics.” 

“They are in ἃ mood now when 
they are not going to give any hint 
of willingness to do business on 
these issues with the ad- 
ministration,” he said. 

In Washington White House 
spokesman Larry Speakes said 
yesterday the Reagan administra- 
tion was “disappointed with the 
tone” of Chernenko’s comments. 
But Speakes said President Ronald 
Reagan “hopes for a climate in 
which we can solve problems across 
the ‘spectrum of U.S.-Soviet 
telations.”” 


The Central Committee of the 
Soviet Communist party is expected 
to meet today for a plenary session 
that could indicate the extent of 
Chernenko’s power base, Western 
diplomats said yesterday. 

“They said the party plenum would 
last one day and was officially to 
prepare the ground for the in- 
augural session of a new Soviet 
parliament (Supreme Soviet), due to 
start tomorrow and expected to last 
for two days. {AP, Reuter) 


More Pershings deployed 


FRANKFURT (AP). — The U.S. 
Army has deployed a second bat- 
tery of Pershing 2 nuclear missiles in 
the German Federal Republic, rais- 
ing to 18 the number ready for com- 
bat, a well-informed source. said 
yesterday. 

The weapons became operational 
as millions of Europeans began 
preparing for traditional Easter 
peace marches and anti-missile ral- 
lies. 

The source said nine medium- 
range missiles became “fire ready” 
in recent days at the U.S. Army 
base at Mutlangen in southern Ger- 
many. Mutlangen is one of three 
sites where 108 of the weapons are 
to be deployed over the next three 


ears. 
‘ U.S. Army and Federal German 
government officials refused to con- 
firm or deny the reports. 

A small group of anti-nuclear 


protesters has camped out near the 
base, 50 kilometres cast of Stuttgart, 
since fast summer. They have 
Tepeatedly attempted to block 
military convoys and police have 
routinely dragged them off the road. 
Thousands of anti-missile 
demonstrators are expected to con- 
verge on Mutlangen during nation- 
wide Easter marches this year. 
Western Europe's first battery of 
nine Pershing 2s became “combat- 
ready” December 31 at Mutlangen, 
meaning they could be launched at 
Soviet targets if the order is given. 
Nato began deploying 108 
Pershing 2s and 484 cruise missiles 
in five West European countries 
after arms talks between the U. 5. 
and the Soviet Union failed last.

— One person was 
killed and three were wounded ear- 
ly yesterday in Sikh terrorist bomb 
attacks on two Hindu shrines in 
northern India. 

A Hindu priest was shot and 
wounded by two terrorists near 
Batala in violence-torn Punjab 
state, the police said. The assailants 
escaped. ’ 

Sikh extremists tossed a home- 
made bomb into a Hindu temple in 
Bhatinda, 250 kilometres northwest 
of the Indian capital. One National 
Guard trooper was killed and a 
watchman wounded, the Assaciated 
Press was told by telephone. 

The attack triggered angry Hindu 
protests in the remote town. A mob 
burned a cloth store, the United 
News of India reported. 

Meanwhile, a policeman and a 
national guard trooper were 
wounded in another bomb blast at a 
Hindu temple outside Chandigarh, 
the joint capital of Punjab and 
Haryana states, police reported.

Soviet say U.S. violated Olympic charter 


MOSCOW. — A new threat 
emerged yesterday to the Los 
Angeles Olympic Games when the 
Soviet national Olympic body called 
for an emergency meeting of the 
International Olympic Committee. 
(IOC) to discuss alleged violations 
of the Olympic charter by the U.S. 

The Soviet committee contended 
there is a “board campaign against 
the participation of the Soviet 
Union” in the summer games. 

But a spokesman for the IOC in 
Lausanne, Switzerland refused to 
comment on the Soviet request for 
an emergency mesting. The 
spokesman said the IOC had yet to 


receive a formal request for the 


meeting and could not comment 
before it did. 

The Soviet Committee statement 
focused on complaints that have 
been aired in the press here over re- 
cent weeks of an alleged anti-Soviet 
campaign in the U.S. It said that 
despite a written guarantee from 
President Ronald Reagan, “the 
U.S. administration is trymg to use 
the Olympics ahead of the presiden- 
tial elections for its own 
blasphemous political ends.” For 
the first time in the Soviet news 
media, the statement mentioned 
that Moscow's choice of an Olym- 
pic attache had been refused a visa 
by the State Department.

Teachers routinely wait 
eight to 15 years to get good hous- 
ing, given to industrial workers after 
three to five years. 

Parents also say teachers face in- 
creasing problems imposing dis- 
cipline. More and more media arti- 
cles testify to teenage apathy and 
hooliganism. Another Sovielskaya 
Rossiva survey in March showed an 
average of 60 per cent of parents 
would like “ courses" to 
train them in raising a family.

Television Violence (ICAVE). 
“We're raping 500 per cent more 
often, and assaulting 600 per cent 
more often.” 

Tne major increase in crime, 
Radecki told Reuters, is not just in 
the U.S. “This is the first time in 
world history that we have a 


_ worldwide epidemic -.of- violence. 


There has to be some worldwide in-

causes is entertainment violence.” 

ICAVE has released a 22-year 
study it says establishes a cause- 
and-effect relationship between TV 
violence of the 1960s and criminal 
convictions in the "70s and ‘80s.

Firms inflate profits before going public } i

TEL AVIV. — Most of the com- 
panies that wemt public during the 
stock market boom of 1982/83 
registered a severe drop in profits in 
the period immediately following 
the new issue, 


This is the central finding of a 
study just published by the 
Euroteam financial consultancy 
firm. The profit figures of 90 out of 
108 companies that issued shares to 
the public for the first time in the 
period January 1982-May 1983 were 
examined and some surprising 
results emerged. 


No less than 77 per cent of the 
new companies reported a drop in 
inflation-adjusted profits for the 
post-offering period, compared with 


their results preceding the share is- 
sue, Overall, the total profits of 
these companies fell 64 per cent. 


The equivalent figures for “old” 
companies (those already trading 
on the stock exchange in January 
1982) were entirely different, A full 
56 per cent of the companies 
showed 2 rise in real profits. 

Total profits of all the “ald” com- 
panies grew by 34 per cent, 

fn an attempt to explain part of 
this disparity, the figures for the 
“old" companies were adjusted by 
excluding all financial companies 
(banks, insurance companies εἴς.) 
The rationale for this step was that 
the financial sector had benefited 
greatly — in the period under study 
— from the introduction of the new 
Law of Taxation under Inflationary 


Conditions. The statistics were thus 
rerun to include only non-financial 
companies. But here again the 
results of the “new” companies 
were found to diverge sharply from 
those of the “old,” Overall profits of 
86 new companies dropped 66 per 
cent in real terms, while those of 
110 old companies remained stable. 

These results lead the researchers 
to conclude that most of the com- 
panies planning new issues sought 
to window-dress their profit-and- 
loss statements for the period im- 
mediately prior to their new issue. 
The inevitable result was that the 
subsequent period showed a 
relatively worse performance. 

This conclusion is, of course, un- 
provable with respect to any one 
company, and only emerges from 
the comparative group data cited.

‘The only way that makes sense’ 
Koor dollarizes its 
method of accounting 


By MACABEE DEAN 

TEL AVIV. — Koor Industries is 
“dollarizing” its accounting 
methods, since “this is the only 
methad that makes sense with infla- 
tion running at more than'400 per 
cent a year.” This was stated yester- 
day by Yeshayahu Gaviah, general 
manager of the huge industrial com- 
plex, whose sales this year are es- 
timated to be $2 billion. He added 
that working in shekels ‘which 
changed their real value every day, 
did not allow the company to get 
any firm idea of prices, credits, 
wages or profits. 

Ria denied, however, that 
calculating in dollars bad anythin, 
to do with the “dollarization® 
programme of former Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor. “As a mat- 
ter of fact, if Aridor had not let in- 
flation get out of hand, we would 
still be calculating in shekels,” 
Gavish said. At present, the final 
financial statements are still drawn 
up in shekels (translated from dol- 
lars), since this was demanded by 
the authorities. = 

Gavish said that drawing up the 

1984 work programme was harder 
this year than ever before. Despite 
the current era of uncertainty, Koor 
was going ahead with its plans ‘‘as 
independently as possible of the 
economic turmoil in the country,” 
he added. 

The work plan calls for increasing 
total industrial sales ‘from $1.8b. in 


1983 to 225. this year. The increase 
in sales should be about 5 per cent 
in the local market; but exports 
should increase by about 25 per 
ent, from $500 million last year to 
620m. this year, Most of the 
growth would be by two electronics 
firms, Tadiran and Telrad. 


Koor ‘Industries plans to invest a 
total of $250m. in expansion this 
year; compared to $150m. last year. 
About half of this will be in 
electronics. The sum of $30m. will 
go for expanding production at 
Makhteshim (insecticides, etc.), and 
“$25m. for beginning construction of 
the country's fourth cement plant. 
Ten new plants will be built at a 
total cost of between $60m. and 
$70m., most of them in develop- 
Ment towns. In most of these plants,_ 
foreign capital from the US., Bri- 
tain and West Germany, will also be 
invested, for ἃ total of about 315m. 

Joe Levy, head of operations con- 
trol, noted that the Labour force 
will remain stable at about 34,800 
persons, although more people 
would be employed in electronics, 
fewer in glass, ceramics and metals. 

Wages, he said, were today at the 
same level as in September, 1983, 
before the collapse of the bank 
shares, Since September, 1983 they 
had been eroded by up to 18 per 
cent, but through cost-of-living al- 
lowances, special crosion al- 
lowances, etc., workers recovered 
all their losses. 


Kollek: Economy worse than we're told

Neither the Likud nor Labour is 
revealing the full severity of the 
economic situation, Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek said Sunday 
while presenting a pared-down 
municipal budget. 

Kollek said the economy has not 
been in such astate since 1952. “We 
have." he said, “reached the mo- 
ment of truth.” but nobody will be 
awure of it until “after the illusion 
ends on July 247 (the day after the 
elections). 


The municipal budget for 1817.3 
billion, about 10 per cent less in real 
terms than last year’s, was approved 
by the city council. But Kollek used 
the opportunity to attack govern- 
ment policy on Jerusalem and the 
rest of the country's cities and local 
authorities. io 

In the West Bank and’ Gaza 
District there are 30,000 Jewish-resi- 
dent settlers, while beyond the 
green line in Jerusalem there are 
more than 70,000 Jews, Kollek said.

QUESTION: I have asked the 
following question at my bank and did 
not get an answer. When was the lira 
replaced by the sbekel and how many 
shekels were there to the dollar at that 
time? Also why was it spelled with a 
“qand nota k?. . 

ANSWER: The changeover took 
place on October 1, 1981. The ex- 
change rate at that time was 155 to 
the dollar. The Hebrew Language 
Academy decided that in English 
the new currency should be spelled 
with a q. The Jerusalem Post. 
however, spells it-with ak. 

QUESTION: 1 am faced with a 
number of options for paying my 
municipal taxes (armona). Which 
method is the most economical? 

ANSWER: The options include 
prepayment of the full tax during 
April, with the benefit of discounts 
of between 15 and 20 per cent. In 
Tel Aviv, if the tax is paid before the 
end of May, a 12.5 per cent reduc- 
tion is offered. Payment can also be 
made in six equal monthly or bi- 
monthly instalments. If payments 
are made through a standing order 
at the bank, they are forwarded at 
the beginning of the period, while 
the individual may time his pay- 
meats for the end αἵ cach two- 
month period. Calculations show 
that the most economic method is 
the six monthly instalments. 


QUESTION: My impression is 

that you do not favour investment in

ANSWER: Last week we 
saw the phenomenon of the Bank of 
fsrael issuing its Gilboa dollar 
linked bond at 93 per cent of par 
value to make it more attractive to 
investors.

THE LIBERAL PARTY. that apotheosis of political 
parasitism. is at it again — doing what it does best: infighting. 

The no. | spot on its Knesset list — deputy prime minister if 
Likud wins the elections — is up for grabs, and three Liberal 
luminaries. Mr. Yitzhak Moda’i, Mr. Moshe Nissim and Mr. 
Menahem Savidor are lunging for it. 

The internecine factionalism that has riven this party in re- 
cent vears is arcanely incomprehensible to the rest of the na- 
tion. Doctrinal differences between the groups and individuals 
are either entirely absent, or of no importance compared to 
the personal rancours and rivalries. 

But what makes the Liberal Party such a remarkable 
phenomenon in Israeli politics is its fusion of monumental 
irrelevance with a seemingly unshakable grip on prime 
political pickings. 

The looming leadership contest is an arresting illustration. 
No-one in the Likud, from Prime Minister Shamir down, has 
sought to persuade the Liberals to desist, as Mr. David Levy 
was pressed and importuned to desist in Herut, in the interests 
of unity. This is because everyone knows that Liberal unity 
would make precious little impact on the broad electorate, 
just as the display of Liberal disunity barely moves the general 
public. 

On the contrary, perhaps, a good fight between two or three 
evenly matched candidates might provide some transient 
Spectator interest for sporting onlookers who have been 
deprived of Justy battles in Labour and Herut. 

Moreover, the vote-getting potential of the respective can- 
didates has nowhere been invoked, by themselves or by their 
supporters, as reason to support one or other of them in the 
Liberal Central Committee. This is because everyone knows 
that the Liberals do not get the votes. Herut gets the votes, 
while the Liberals get an inordinate number of the seats in an 
anachronistic arrangement that seems to be surviving the 
passing from politics of the leaders who transacted it almost 
two decades ago. 

The advent of early elections, the first of the post-Begin and 
post-Ehrlich/Rimalt era, has evoked only the most per- 
functory of protests from Herut ranks over the apportioning 
of seats. so disproportionate to real political strength. 

Granted, the question “how many seats would the Liberals 
win if they ran alone” is not strictly the fair test of their worth 
in the Likud. The more objective criterion is “how many 
Likud voters would refuse to vote Likud if the Liberals were 
not in there alongside Herut?™ 

But even by that criterion the Liberals seem over-liberally 
endowed. 

Premier Shamir, however, for whom not rocking the boat is 
a guiding principle in political life, is plainly not the Likud 
leader to rectify the Herut-Liberal imbalance. And thus it is 
that two Liberal ministers with indifferent cabinet records and 
scant public popularity are vying, with the Knesset Speaker, 
for the second slot on the Likud list. 

Mr, Nissim is a mild-mannered operative under whose 
stewardship at the Justice Ministry the Rule of Law in Israel 
has suffered serious erosion. . 

Mr. Moda‘i, more luminous but volatile and unpredictable, 
has similarly not made much of a mark as a minister. 

Perhaps the members of the Liberal Central Committee 
would do well, since they are forced to make a choice, to 
choose the dapper Mr. Savidor. 

He at any rate, for all his posturing and rasping arrogance, 
has made a success of his parliamentary career. 

In the distant past he dared to take an independent line on 
political issues. And more recently, as Speaker, he sought with 
vigour to protect constitutional and democratic proprieties 
from ominous encroachments. 


Better late than never 


THE CABINET deserves to be commended for devoting 
close to three hours of its weekly meeting on Sunday to a 
review of the development of the country’s university system 
over the next five years and its current financial plight. Rarely 
does the cabinet set aside so much time for an intensive dis- 
cussion of domestic issues not in the headlines or for con- 
sideration of long-range planning. : 

But the ministers were about a year too late in directing 
their attention to this critical issue. For it was then that the 
Treasury, still under Mr. Aridor, began its guerrilla warfare 
‘against the universities by holding up funds due them. The 
Treasury later forced the universities to make a six per cent 
cut in this year’s budget; and at the end of last year, now with 
Cohen-Orgad at the helm, it took another eight per cent bite 
out of the allocations for the next academic year. 

All this occurred amidst the repeated warnings by the heads 
of the universities and the heads of the Council for Higher 
Education that such cuts would erode the standards built up in 
the universities through many years of hard effort. The 
damage done by wholesale dismissals of young faculty, un- 
protected by tenure, and by the cutbacks in research would 
take many years to repair. they asserted. 

The cabinet at that time abdicated its responsibility for the 
long-range welfare of higher education, with some of its more 
zealous members, like Trade Minister Gideon Patt, making 
vulgar, ill-informed attacks on the resources devoted to 
education in the humanities. - 

At Sunday's meeting, the cabinet had an opportunity to 
clear up some misconceptions about the universities’ finan- 
cing and future manpower needs when it heard the review of 
the situation by Prof. Haim Harari, head of the Council's 
Planning and Grants Committee, 

The decision to form a ministerial committee which is to 
make recommendations for guiding the future development of 


the country’s universities gives some grounds for hope that the . 


issue will not recede again into the realm of neglect and 
ignorance.

Freedom from fear 


THE DRIVING force behind the 
troubles in Lebanon is fear, The 
Christians are afraid of the 
Moslems, the Palestinians and the 
Druse. The Druse are afraid of the 
Christians and the Moslems. The 
Shiites are afraid of the Israelis, the 
Palestinians and the Syrians. The 
Palestinians are afraid of everybody 
including themselves. The Israelis 
are afraid of the Syrians, the Palesti- 
nians and the Russians. The Syrians 
are afraid of the Israelis, the 
Americans and the Christians. 
Some of these fears may not be 
realistic, but all these fears are real. 
In an area with a history of mas- 
sacres of one community by 
another, each group fears the next 
massacre and is unwilling to accept 
any compromise or make any con- 
cession that may weaken its 
defences. The best defence for each 
group is to have its own militia and 
be prepared to strike first. 

This analysis of the situation in 
Lebanon gives the key to the 
problems of the Middle East. In 
Wortd War If the Allies 
proclaimed that they were fighting 
for Four Freedoms. In the Middle 
East today one freedom outweighs 
all the others: Freedom from Fear. 
Until there is freedom from fear, 
there can be no peace, no justice 
and no other freedoms. 


Freedom from fear is also the key 
to the Palestine problem. There can 
be no solution until both the Israelis 
and Palestinians have freedom from 
fear. The main obstacle to Isracli 
concessions on the Palestine 
problem is fear for the survival of 
israel. Israelis remember their War 
of Independence in 1948, when the 
newborn State of Israel was invaded 
by mighty Arab armies on all sides 
and was almost crushed. The U.S. 
had supported the creation of Israel 
with rhetoric and @ vote at the UN 
but then gave in to Arab pressure, 
placed an embargo on the shipment 
of arms to the tiny new state and 
refused to heip it repel the 
onslaught of professionally trained 
Arab armies. Without Soviet arms 
supplied by the Czechs, the Israelis 
might have been annihilated.

The Russians had their own 
reasons for supporting Israel at that 
time and did not care about the sur- 
vival of the Jewish State. In the 
1950's the Russians turned against 
Israel and armed the Arabs, while 
Israel turned to France for aid. But 
after the Israelis won the 1956 and 
1967 wars with French arms and 
Mirage aircraft, the French turned 
against [srael and armed the Arabs. 
Only thea did the U.S. begin to sup- 
ply Israel with sophisticated arms 
and aircraft. 


THE ISRAELIS have seen one bit- 
ter experience after another, as 
their friends from the last war give 
in to the pressure of Arab oi! and 
turn against them in the next war. 
Every sign that the Americans will 
follow the same route as the Rus- 
sians and the French arouses fears 
in Israel. They have learned to fear 
being abandoned and tend to de- 
pend only on their own strength for 
survival, like all the ethnic militias 
in Lebanon. 

An American administration that 
makes statements opposing Israeli 
settlements on the West Bank aad 
raising the issue of the future of 
Jerusalem is not helping to solve the 
Palestine problem. It is only in- 
creasing Israeli fears for survival. 
Israei will see this as further 
evidence that the U.S. is a helpless 
giant puppet whose strings are being 
pulled in Saudi Arabia and who will 
again be useless to Israel when the 
chips are down and Israel's survival 
is really threatened, as in 1948. 

Isracli settlements and the future 
of Jerusalem are red herrings in the 
present situation, They are not life- 
and-death issues. The real issues are 
the survival of the Israeli and 
Palestinian peoples and their right 
to live in their land without fear of 
being massacred, uprooted or left 
forever to being ruled by another 
people. In a land where massacres 
and senseless killing are part of 
every-day reality, everyone has the 
fear that he and his family may be 
the victims of the next wave of 
senseless killing. Establishing 
freedom from fear of massacres 


. after destroying the Israeli army ina 


comes before other issues. - 
Settlements built in haste today 
can be moved tomorrow, as we have 
seen in Sinai. Victims of massacres 
are dead forever. The status of 
Jerusalem ‘cannot ‘be discussed 
rationally before the principal fears 
have been allayed and the people 
involved feel secure that they will 
not be refugees or victims of mas- 
sacres tomorrow. Once the fears are 
reduced, there are many options 
open: for negotiating an acceptable 
solution for Jerusalem in 8 spirit of 
good will and compromise. : 
The Camp David agreement and 
the Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty 
were great break-throughs in the 
struggle for freedom from fear. To- 
day the Egyptian people no longer 
fear that the powerful Israeli arm 
will come marching tomorrow into- 
Cairo and proclaim an empire from 
the Nile to the Euphrates. The 
Israeli people no longer fear that 
the Egyptian army will come 
marching tomorrow into Tel Aviv 


surprise attack and push ali the 
Israelis into the sea. They may still 
feel uneasy about whether this is 
really peace, but they no longer fear 
a surprise attack tomorrow. 


TO AN objective observer the fears 
on both sides may seem outlandish 
and ridiculous. Israel had po intex- 
tions of conquering Egypt or sub- 
jugating the Egyptian people. But to 
the people living in Egypt these . 
fears were very real. To the people 
living in Israel the fears of an Egyp- 
tian attack were also very real, even 
though Israel! has built up its 
strength since 1948, and its position 
is now very different. The Yom Kip- 
pur war showed that Israel's army 
was sufficiently strong to repel any 
surprise attack from Egypt. But 


Israelis still remember that the - 


Egyptians had indeed tried to push 
Israel into the sea in 1948 and nearly 
succeeded. 

.No progress toward any settle- 
ment could be made by dismissing 
the fears on either side as 
ridiculous. An outsider can easily be 
convinced that these ‘catastrophes

THE ROSENBERG CASE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — A congressional commit- 
(ee is about to consider appointing a 
commission of aeth into the con- 
troversial case of Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg which culminated with 
their electrocution in June 1953. 
The call for the inquiry commission 
is based on proof of ‘wholly 
reprehensible” prosecution con- 
duct, FBI! violations and ir- 
regularities, judicial bias, un- 
precedented and inordinate 
sentences, the McCarthyism which 
prevailed during that Korean- 
wartime trial, and the failure of the 
Supreme Court to review “the case 
of the century.” 

David Twersky's review of The 
Rosenberg File in your February 3 
magazine was diasppointing 
because authors and reviewer 
wrongfully “found” Julius guilty. In 
democratic societies, defendants 
are presumed innocent until found 
guilty — in a fair trial. The authors 
showed the gross unfairness of the 
trial. 

The authors" speculation about 
Rosenberg’s guilt is just that — not 
proof, but anti-Communist specula- 
tion — without documentation, cor- 
roboration or circumstantial 
evidence. It is based largely on 
the belief in Rosenberg’s guilt, 25 
years after the executions, by two 
anonymous communist lawyers and 
several ex-party officials, none of 
whom had any personal knowledge 
of the Rosenbergs or any 
knowledge of their guilt or in- 
nocence. Such belief is no proof at 
all. 


The authors’ supplementary 


speculations were equally 
worthless. Sitting as trial judges, 
jury and prosecution attorneys, and 
with no defence participation or 
cross-examination, author-judges 
Ronald Radosh and Joyce Milton 
“found” six or more of Julius’ col- 
leagues guilty on evidence in the 
FBI files which the government 
recognized as inadequate for 
prosecution or even for indictment.
